BETWEEN APRIL 20 AND 22, 1983, RATHER THAN IN EARLY 
APRIL AS INITIALLY PL ANHED (SEE REFTEL). ACCORDING 
TO SOURCES CITED BY "LA NAC10II", THE RELEASE WOULD 

BE TIHED TO COINCIDE WITH THE PLENARY OF THE 
ARGENTINE BISHOP'S CONFERENCE AND THEREBY V BE TOUTED 
AS AN EARNEST 0* THE GOA'S GOOD WILL TO COOPERATE 
WITH THE CHURCH'S CALL FOR "NATIONAL RECONCILIATION". 

2. REPORTEDLY, THE DOCUMENTS WILL DESCRIBE HOW THE

HAVE SUGGESTEO THAT RESOLUTION OF PROBLEMS RELATED

SPOKEN BISHOP REPORTEDLY SAID THAT LEAVING THIS
